1. SUMMARY: PUBLIC DEBATE SURROUNDING THE ANGRA II 
NUCLEAR POWER PLANT HAS INTENSIFIED FOLLOWING RELEASE OF 
INFORMATION FROM A STUDY BY A GOVERNMENT ACCOUNTING BODY 
WHICH SHOWED COSTS TO BE HIGHER THAN PREVIOUSLY 
REPORTED. THE PLANT, VffllCH HAS BEEN UNDER CONSTRUCTION 
FOR MORE THAN 15 YEARS, HAS ALREADY COST USD 4.5 BILLION 
TO USD 5.0 BILLION AND WOULD REQUIRE USD 1.5 TO 2.0 
BILLION TO COMPLETE, THESE COSTS DO NOT INCLUDE 
FINANCING AND INTEREST. ENVIRONMENTAL GROUPS OPPOSE 
COMPLETION OF THE PLANT. END SUMMARY. 

2. A REPORT ISSUED BY THE OFFICE OF THE TRIBUNAL DE 
CONTAS DA UNIAO (TCU - NATIONAL ACCOUNTING OFFICE) OF 
BRAZIL, CLAIMS THAT THE ACTUAL COSTS OF THE ANGRA II 
NUCLEAR POWER STATION PROJECT ARE HIGHER THAN PREVIOUSLY 
REPORTED. FURNAS, THE ELECTRIC UTILITY RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE PLANT, HAS PREVIOUSLY STATED THAT IT HAS SPENT USD 
4.5 BILLION THUS FAR ON THE PROJECT. ONE TELEVISION 
NEWS PROGRAM REPORTED THAT THE TRIBUNAL'S STUDY STATES 
THE COSTS FOR ANGRA II ARE APPROXIMATELY USD 5-0 BILLION 
AND, IF INTEREST AND FINANCING COSTS ARE INCLUDED, COME 
TO USD 10 BILLION. REPORTS ON THE TCU STUDY BY VARIOUS

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SOURCES AT FURNAS, AN ADDITIONAL USD 1.5 BILLION WILL BE 
REQUIRED TO COMPLETE THE GENERATING STATION AND BRING IT 
INTO OPERATION. THE GERMAN GOVERNMENT HAS REPORTEDLY 
OFFERED USD 750 MILLION IN LOANS FOR THIS PURPOSE. THIS 
AMOUNT MUST BE MATCHED BY THE BRAZILIANS, WHO HAVE NOT 
YET COME UP WITH THEIR SHARE OF THE MONEY TO COMPLETE 
THE PROJECT. A SOURCE AT ELETROBRAS, THE FEDERALLY 
OWNED HOLDING COMPANY WHICH CONTROLS FURNAS, TOLD RRO

4. THE TRIBUNAL'S REPORT HAS BEEN WELCOMED BY SOME 
ENVIRONMENTAL GROUPS THAT WOULD LIKE TO SEE THE ANGRA II 
PROJECT CANCELLED. NEWSPAPERS HAVE REPORTED THAT 
GREENPEACE WILL TRY TO USE THE RESULTS OF THE TCU REPORT 
TO DEMAND THE TERMINATION OF CONSTRUCTION OF THE PLANT. 
ALFREDO SIRKIS, AN ENVIROMENTAL ACTIVITIST AND ADVISOR 
TO THE MAYOR ON ENVIRONMENTAL MATTERS, SPEAKING TO THE 
CONSUL GENERAL, EXPRESSED PLEASURE IM THE PUBLICITY 
RESULTING FROM THE RELEASE OF THE REPORT. HE AND SOME 
OTHER ENVIRONMENTALISTS ADVOCATE CONVERTING THE PLANT TO 
USE NATUi^AL GAS, BUT OFFICIALS AT' FURNAS HAVE SAID THIS 
IS NOT ECONOMICALLY VIABLE. 

5. RRO SPOKE TO THE HEAD OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS AT 
ELETROBRAS WHO EXPUINED THAT FROM ELETROBRAS' VIEW, THE 
PROJECT IS STILL VIABLE. THE FIRM'S PROJECTIONS SHOW 
THE PROJECT WOULD BRING GENERATING CAPACITY OF 1,300 

MEGAWATTS ON LINE BY 1998 FOR AN EXPENDITURE OF USD 2 
BILLION. IN HIS OPINION, THIS COMPARES FAVORABLY WITH 
ALTERNATIVE PROJECTS AVAILABLE TO ELETROBRAS. THE MONEY 
ALREADY EXPENDED ON THE PROJECT REPRESENTS A SUNK COST, 
AND SHOULD NOT DETERMINE THE COMPANY'S ALLOCATION OF ITS

THE RECENTLY RELEASED TEN YEAR PLAN (1994 - 2003) FOR 
ELETROBRAS PROJECTS THE COSTS OF GENERATING ELEaRICITY 
AT ANGRA II AT 16. Z U.S. CENTS PER KILOWATT HOUR, THE 
HIGHEST COST OF ANY PUNT IN THE ELETROBRAS SYSTEM. 

7. COMMENT: THE DEBATE BETWEEN THE ENVIRONMENTALISTS 
AND THE ELECTRIC UTILITIES IS LIKELY TO CONTINUE. THE

renounced -bhen and joxnea Treslden-b Mandela's 
courage, wisdom, and foresight on this issue were central to 
achieving the treaty's permanent extension. In addition, the 
contributions o± the nations of the South Pacific, while 
less public, were eqtually vital. 

These states were long-term advocates of HPT extension, 
endorsing the principle of indefinite extension at the 1993 
and 1994 meetings of their regional organization, the South 
Paoific Foriim. They joined ul-th us at^ -the KPT B,avieu 
Conference in sponsoring the resolution to extend the KPT 
indefinitely and without condition, a resolution ultimately 
co-sponsored hy a majority of all of the HPT parties. 
President Clinton called this overwhelming consensus in 
favor of making the treaty permanent critical in making .the 
American people and the people of the world more safe and 
secure . 

Let me turn now to the Treaty of Rare tonga, or the South 
Pacific Nuclear Free Zone Treaty. As we noted in connection 
with the decision to extend the NPT, the U.S. believes that 
internationally recognized nuclear weapon free zones, on the 
basis of arrangements freely arrived at among the states of 
the region concerned, can and do contribute to international 
peace and security. The 19 95 KPT Review and Extension 
Conference Resolution on Principles and Objectives repeated 
this judgement and encouraged the creation of the such zones 
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as a natter of priority. The conference also recognized that 
the cooperation of all the nuclear weapons states > and their 
respect and support of the relevant protocols/ are necessary 
for maximum effectiveness of such nuclear ueapon free zones. 
In this light, the U.S., the U.K./ and France jointly 
announced on October 20, 1995 our intention to sign the 
relevant protocols to a South Pacific Kuclear Free Zone, the 
Treaty of Rarotonga, in the first half of 1996. 

The treaty prohibits the testing, manufacture, 
acquisition, or stationing of nuclear explosive devices in 
the territory of the parties to the treaty and also 
prohibits the dumping of radioactive wastes at sea within 
the zone. The treaty also req.uires all parties to apply full 
scope International Atomic Energy Agency safeguards to ell 
their peaceful nuclear activities. A comprehensive control 
system, uhich includes mandatory on-site inspections, has 
been established to verify compliance with the treaty. The 
treaty affirms the right of each party to allow visits by 
foreign ships and aircraft to its ports and airfields. 
Finally, the treaty specifically upholds freedom of 
navigation on the high seas and passage through territorial 
waters guaranteed by international law. 

In addition, the treaty also has three protocols. Protocol 
1 provides states with territories within the zone are to 
apply the basic provisions of the treaty to their respective 
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territories, and the treaty will therefore apply to American 



Under Protocol 2, the nuclear weapons states agree not to 
use or threaten to use nuclear weapons against any party to 
the treaty or the territory within the zone of protocol 
parties . 

Under Protocol Z, nuclear weapons states agree not to test 
nuclear weapons within the zone established by the treaty. 

The Treaty of Rarotonga was opened for signature on August 
S, 1985 at Rarotonga, the largest of the CooK Islands. All 
nations of the South Pacific are eligible to join the 
treaty. The treaty entered into force December 11, 1986. The 
protocols to the treaty were opened for signature on August 
8, 1986 and I would stress that none o£ the U.S. current or 
prior activities or practices within the zone established by 
the treaty are inconsistent with either the treaty or its 
protocols . 

Our decision to sign the relevant protocols of the Treaty 
of Rarotonga at this time and the recent joint announcement 
to that effect reflect positive regional and global 
developments that have recently occurred. All countries 
relevant to the treaty and its protocols have become parties 
to the Treaty of Kon-Prolif eration of Nuclear Weapons, the 
KPT. Also as we have seen, the KPT itself was extended 
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indefinitely and without conditions on May 11, 1995. He have 
also made progress on a comprehensive treaty banning the 
testing of nuclear explosive devices. All of these positive 
developments have contributed to our recent announce with 
the U.K. and France that ue will sign the relevant protocols 
to the treaty during the first half of 1996. 

Finally on this issue, Mr. Chairman, I would liKe to 
emphasi ze an essential point. None of the practices or 
activities of the United States in the region are impaired 
by the Treaty of Raro tonga. In particular* the rights of 
transit for naval forces are specifically guaranteed. Xn 
short, the treaty helps guarantee our own security and the 
security of nations in the zone in a thoughtful manner 
consistent with U.S. global policies concerning nuclear- 
non-proliferation. 

Next, Mr. Chairman, let me turn to the issue of nuclear 
testing. The issue of nuclear testing by France or any other 
nation is best viewed in the context of efforts to achieve a 
Comprehensive Nuclear Test Ban Treaty, at CTBT, in 1996. The 
CTBT is a high priority of this administration. A universal 
and verifiable CTBT will serve the U.S. national interest by 
foreclosing the possibility of further nuclear weapons 
modernization by the five nuclear weapons states and by 
establishing barriers to the development of modern nuclear 
weapons by the non-nuclear weapons and threshold-nuclear 
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states. As an indirect but very real benefit, the CTBT will 
strengthen the Hon-Prolif ©ration Treaty, the key to 
international nuclear non-proliferation. Kost parties to the 
HPT, including successive U.S. administrations, have 
interpreted the HPI's Article VI to req[uire nuclear-weapons 
states to conclude a CTBT. 

The President has given this issue his personal attention 
and has twice made decisions designed to move the 
negotiations in Geneva forward. Xn January of this year, he 
decided to abandon the U.S. position enabling nations to 
withdraw from the treaty after ten years for reasons other - - 
than supreme national interest* and in August > he announced 
the United States would pursue a aero yield CTBT. 

The U.S. has consistently urged other nations in the 
Conference on Disarmament to move forward quickly. Ue have, 
for instance, sought extra meetings during the periods 
between the conference's regular sessions, and the President 
has also written his counterparts among the members of the 
Conference urging them to instruct their negotiators to 
conclude the treaty in time for a signature in the fall of 
1996. 

France is a strong supporter of the zero yield CTBT, which 
is the position of the United States, and concluding the 
treaty by the fall of 1996. We take note of President 

Chirac's strong commitment to end the testing and conclude a 
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CTBT by May of 1 9«lMynif« W^'sagitMi CTBT no later than that 
fall. In addition/ France has been very helpful/ extremely 
helpful/ in working within the P-3 and the P-5 to forge an 
agreement on the details of such a treaty/ and ue I^elieve 
the continued active participation is critical to signing 
the treaty by next fall. 

While we welcome France's commitment to a zero yield CTBT 
and its support of our efforts and others to have the treaty 
ready for signature / we regret the French decision to resume 
testing. We have repeatedly and consistently made our 
position Known to them. He believe a global moratorium on 
nuclear testing will provide the most favorable environment 
In which to negotiate a true zero yield Comprehensive Test 
Ban. In this light, we are pleased to note the French 
decision to curtail their testing schedule from eight tests 
to six. Finally/ by committing itself through the October 20 
joint statement to sign the relevant protocols of the Treaty 
of Rarot-onga that prohibit nuclear testing in that zone , 
France has signaled its intention to halt nuclear testing by 
mid-1996. 

Once again/ I would like to thank the Committee for 
a'llowlng me to come here and to speak before it, and I would 
be pleased to answer any q,uestions you may have.

materials when we were disallowed by a KATO ally--they are 
not a part of the military command structure, but they are a 
HATO ally— the ability to overfly France during the Libyan 
activities . 

nr. KCKAKARA . Uell> Mr. Chairman » let me note that first 
o£ all/ 1 am not familiar with the article that you 
mentioned. However, governments — the United States and 
Fcance'-regularly seek and are granted clearance for official 
aircraft to overfly other countries . The United States seeks 
and grants such overflight of the United states. Ue seek it 
from France, and other countries also. 

The re<tuest for these overflights and the permission for 
these flights acknowledge and ordinarily under U.S. law are 
required to acknowledge the presence of hazardous materials. 
The French are aware of that and they fill out the necessary 
forms when requesting the overflights, and in only one case 
did they indicate that they were requesting an overflight of 
an aircraft that was carrying hazardous materials. The 
hazardous materials were not nuclear, nor were they related 
to nuclear activities . 

We have granted overflight clearance to several French 
military missions In 1995. The French have been following 
all of the regulations that we have with respect to these 
flights. I would like to point out also that in granting 
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those overfllgh-t rights and landing rights, the United 
States is following oustonary and accepted international 
practice. These flights with the diplomatic and military 
privileges that accrue to such flights have been a standard 
practice in the United States and among our allies ior many 
years. That does not mean that every single flight is 
approved or that ue do not turn doun some flights > just as 
France practicing its sovereign rights at tines does turn 
doun such flights. 

But in fact, the standard diplomatic practice Is that the 
transit of these aircraft is permitted. In that context* the 
United States has been approving these flights. With respect 
to France not allowing the U.S. flights in the case of 
Libya* that was a policy decision by the French government 
having specifically to do with the attack that was occurring 
or going to occur in Libya. 

Xn fact, there are literally thousands of U.S. flights 
that overfly France j and France represents a very vital link 
in our HATO flight patterns in Europe. As X would point out, 
there are neutral countries that lie between Germany and 
Italy, for example, and between Germany and Spain that means 
that the overflight of France is a regular and very freq[uent 
occurrence . 

Mr. BEREUTER. Yes, Mr, Secretary, I am aware of that. I 
would have two specific q.uestions for you. One, have French 
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iioun fissile material over the Halted States, etnd two. Is 
It contrary to U.S. law? 

Mr. MCHAKARA. It is. To fly nuclear materials or fissile 
material without declaring them as hazardous material and 
without getting U.S. permission would be contrary to U.S. 
law, and 1 have no Information that France has violated U.S. 
law . 

nr. BEREUTER. All right. According to the testimony of 
Greenpeace/ which they will offer here today » as early as 
July of 1979, cracks were detected In the Kururoa — I am not 
sure 1 pronounced that right — Atoll surface. Can you comment 
upon the Government's Knowledge of the accuracy of that 
statement or condition, or the likelihood of that 
phenomenon? ■ 

nr. ncKAHARA. I am not an expert in this area and 1 do not 
Know what cracks may or may not have been observed. X can 
state that the United States Government knows and approves 
of the requests by the government of France to the 
International Atomic Energy Agency in Vienna to go to the 
atoll, to go to the area around the atoll also, and to 
conduct an inspection. Xt is our believe that the 
£nternational Atomic Energy Agency In Vienna is a competent, 
highly respected, and impartial body and they are now 
undertaking two respond to the French Invitation to come and 
conduct such an inspection.

X think the answer to those questions are best at this 
point held in abeyance until we have the report resulting 
from the inspection by the XAEA. I would note that if the 
United States is invited to 3oin in such an inspection, we 
would in all likelihood be very pleased to do so. 

nr. BEREUTER. Thank you. I think Kr . Faleomavaega will 
pursue matters related to the testing more extensively. X 
would like to move to the South Pacific Nuclear Free Zone 
for the remainder of my questions, X believe. 

Xn your statement, referring to the Treaty of Rarotonga, 
on Page 5 you indicate, * 'Xn particular, rights of transit 
for naval forces are specifically guaranteed in the 
treaty. ' * I would ask you, does that include American naval 
vessels with nuclear weapons or nuclear powered naval 
vessels, either way? 

Hr. NCHAKARA. Yes. Xn fact, both would be permitted to 
transit the zone, according to the terms of the treaty. 

Mr. BEREUZER. Looking at Protocol No. 1, Article I, the 
prohibitions contained in Articles XXX, V, and VX insofar as 
they relate to manufacture, stationing, and testing of any 
nuclear explosive device within these territories, the word 
X" am focusing on there and want you to focus on is the 
■■stationing*' question. Do you have any concerns--do we as a 
government have any concerns about the meaning of 
' 'stationing ' ' ? 
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Me. MCNAMARA. We do not have at this time any oonoaKns . 
The term ** stationing ' ' would not, if this is asKed in 
connection with the previous question — 

Mr. BEREUTER. It is. 



nr. nCKAllARA. It would not affect transit, which is a 
separate category and recognized in international law as 
being a specific activity. Transitting and stationing are 
two different things. 

nr. BESEVTER. Do you foresee any circumstances where the 
U.S. facilities at the Kwajalein Atoll would come under a 
prohibition in the South Pacific Kuclear Free Zone? 

Hr. nCKAMARA. The activities — one of the efforts that is 
underway right now is to define all of these details with 
respect to the first, second, and third protocols, and to 
get a statement of U.S. Government position with respect to 
our interpretation of those protocols and present them here 
to the Congress and discuss them in detail as necessary and 
in particular in connection with the signature when that 
signature goes forward in 1996. Xn advance of and 
subsequent, we will be prepared to discuss this and other 
issues here with the Congress . 

I can state, and it also responds to the point you made in 
your opening statement that not only present but also future 
activities are being considered in our decision — have been 
considered in our decision to go ahead and to sign the 
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protocols. Therefore, ue do not believe that tre vould be 
inhibited from performing any activities or undertaking any 
actions that we either would liKe to do or expect to do in 
the future . 

nr. BEREUTER. And that includes — 

nr. nCKAHARA. So ue do not feel that ue uould be inhibits 
in carrying out our responsibilities for the defense of the 
United States and our cooperative relationships uith other 
nations . 

nr. BEREUTER. And uithln that statement, you are includin 
the Kuajalein Atoll and the activities that take place 
there? 

nr. nCNAHARA, Correct. 

Kr. BEREUTER. In your judgement, uhy did the French 
government shift its position on the South Pacific Kuclear 
Free Zone, and uhat Impact, If any, did the French shift 
have on our oun U.S. stance? 

Hr . MCKAnARA . X uould rather — X uould be cautious in 
stating uhy X think the French changed their position. X 
think that is best left to the French government. X believe 
some of the factors that played a role in that uere first 
the French decision before making a decision uith respect to 
the South Pacific Kuclear Free Zone to support a 
comprehensive test ban, and secondly the French decision to 
support a comprehensive test ban in 1996 and therefore the 
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expectation certainly must have been there that any testing 
that France Intended or would Intend to do would have to 
come to an end in a very short term, namely by 1996. Given 
that situation. It Is not surprising that they would then be 
Milling to sign on to the protocols, particularly the 
protocol which would say that they would no longer be able 
to test. 

As far as the United States' decision, as I said, there 
were a number of global and regional natters that changed in 
recent years . 

Kr. BEREUTER. X was going to asK you what the changes are 
that caused the U.S. to shift its position in support of the 
South Pacific Nuclear Free Zone. 

Mr. HCKAMARA. Hell, I would mention that we have not been 
opposed to the South Pacific Kuclear Free Zone. Ue simply 
were concerned given the situation in the world. This was 
during the Cold War, and subsequently that we be vary 
careful about signing on to the South Pacific Nuclear Free 
Zone, although our activities in that zone as we pointed out 
were not inconsistent with the treaty and its protocols. 

nr. BEREUTER. He may not have been opposed. I will accept 
your statement on that. 

Mr. MCNAHARA. Right. 

Mr. BEREUTER. But we chose not to become a signator and it 
was only in October, I think on the 20th, when the decision 
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Mr. MCKAMARA. That is right. 

Mr. BEREUTER. — that ue intended to sign. 

Mr. MCKAMARA. The most important factors as X mentioned ij 
my statement had to do with the permanent extension of the 
Kon~Prolif oration Treaty in March and the position of the 
United States Government and the success that ue have had in 
advancing a negotiation of a Comprehensive Test Ban, which 
has been going forward. Right nou« we have every expectation 
that we would be able to complete it by next year. 

Those two factors were very important in our decision to 
join with the British and the French in announcing signature 
in the first half of 1996. 

Mr. BEEEUTER. Secretary KcKamara^ the Southeast Asian 
countries have a Nuclear Free Zone proposal commonly 
referred to as the Southeast Asia Kuelear Weapons Free Zone^ 
pronounced ' < spin-^f izz . ' ' Hhy is the South Pacific Nuclear 
Free Zone in the U.S. interest while the Southeast Asia 
Huclear Weapons Free Zone is not, and what are the U.S. 
criteria in determining whether or not we support nuclear 
free proposals? 

Mr. MCKAMARA. Hell, we have not yet determined that the 
Southeast Asia Huclear Weapons Free Zone is not in our 
interest. 

Mr. BEREUTER. Ue have not? 
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nr. nCNAHARA. KOf ue have not. He have sone concerns abou 
the current text, but I would point out that the negotiation 
among the states in the region of that zone has not yet been 
coiapleted. In fact/ this ueeK ue have a delegation in 
Southeast Asia talking to the states in the region 
specifically about the current dradEt of that treaty. If all 
of our concerns/ and as you mentioned r the criteria that ue 
have laid out with respect to nuclear weapon free zones j if 
these concerns and these criteria can be met, then I would 
expect that in due course ue would not oppose the Southeast 
Asia Kuolear Free Zone. 

Mr. BEREUTER. Secretary HcHamaraf what are the criteria? 
Do you have those? 

Mr. HCHAKARA. Uell, there are seven of them, and Z think 1 
can either read them out here or Z can put them as a 
statement in the record. 

Mr. BEREUTER. If you could list the title or the sentence 
which gives it, it will put the entire statement of the 
criteria in the record. 

nr. MCHAnARA. Fine. Let me maKe sure I get the — the first 
of them is that the nuclear free zones should be undertaken 
by, really entered into and undertaken by the states in the 
region. The second is that all the states that are deemed 
important to the success of such a zone should participate 
in the zone. The third is that the adequate verification and 
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compliance oi the 26he~musir be" provided for. The dEourth is 
that existing security arrangements should not be disturbed 
by such a zone . The next is that the zone arrangement should 
effectively prohibit the development of nuclear explosive 
devices. The next is that the zone should not affect the 
rights of parties for transit and the privileges of transit 
in intarnational waters, and air space, including that of 
nuclear powered and nuclear capable vessels and aircraft, 
and finally that the zone arrangement should not seek to 
impose restrictions on the freedom of the high seas or that 
of Innocent passage in international waters > international 
straits # etc. 

Kr. BEREUTER. Is there more information elaborating on 
those seven points? 

nr. KCK£HARA. That is right. 

Kr . BEREUTER. Without objection^ ue will make that a part 
of the hearing record, the entire statement about the seven 
criteria. 

Mr. HCNAHARA. The seven criteria. Correct. 

nr. BEREUTER. Finally, Secretary noNamara, I believe that 
one of the concerns about U.S. agreement to nuclear free 
zones is the expected or potential proliferation of such 
agreements and the Inhibition or limitations that Hill have 
on our nuclear deterrent. Mould you care to comment about 
uhy that was not a factor in our endorsement and expectation 
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for signing the South Pacific Huclear Free Zone Treaty? 

Mr. MCKAMARA, Well, I would say, Mr. Chairman, that in the 
consideration of all nuclear free zones, that is a 
consideration, a very important consideration. In the past, 
ue have, in fact in each instance uhen these regional zones 
have been proposed and/or negotiated, ue have applied the 
criteria, if you will, or the question rather, as to how it 
might affect U.S. defense and deterrents. 

In the case of the Latin American Kuolear Free Zone, we 
first of all supported and signed the protocols with respect 
to that zone precisely because ue thought that that would 
first be consistent with our defense policies and our 
deterrent policies and also that ue thought in fact it would 
enhance those. In the case of the South Pacific Huclea];,'Free 
Zone, ue believe that also is the case. That is our 
evaluation. Xn the case of the Southeast Asian Free Zone, we 
are still considering that and will make a judgement before 
ue would at any point decide either to support the zone or 
to sign any protocols that may result. 

That is also equally the case with the other nuclear free 
zone that is now under discussion, and that is the African 
Kuclear Free Zone. 

Mr. BEREUTER. I hope there will be some consultation uith 
Congress . 
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Mr. FALEOMAVATG^iLrh'sMitleuU Mr . Chairman, and I want to 

thank Secretary McKanara for his statement. 

Mr. Secretary, I just want to pursue the Chairman *s 

earlier question about the overflights. I am someiahat a 

little puzzled. You are saying that through diplomatic 

procedures, this is how the French have been authorized for 

all this time to conduct these overflights of their 

aircrafts and not questioning whether there are fissile or 

radioactive materials in these flights? 

Mr. HCKAH&RA. First of all. they are done on a 

oase-by-case basis and in each case, there is such a query 

and the French have only responded in one instance 

indicating that there was hazardous material. The hazardous 

material, as X mentioned, was not nuclear material nor.. 

material related to nuclear activities. 

This is the standard practice . Xt is the same practice 

that the French apply when the United States applies to 

overfly French territory. There is a form that is filled out 

that in fact asKs the question. 

Mr. FAIiEOHAVAEGA . But this is almost liKe saying do not 

asK the question. It just — 

Mr. MCKAMARA. Oh, the question is asked, sir. 

Mr. FALEOMAVAEGA . And they are committed and they are 

supposed to be — 

Mr. MCNAMARA. Right. 
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843 Mr. FALEOWAVAEGA. And they do detail exactly what is 

844 contained in these aircraft? 

'845 Mr. MCKAMARA. X£ there Is a hazardous material, then we 

846 would expect them to detail it and — 

847 Kr. FALEOMAVAEGA . Because it would be a violation of our 

848 laws? 

849 Mr. MCKAMARA. That is correct. 

850 nr. FALEOMAVAEGA. So for all this time, these materials 

851 that have been flown over our airspace has been as far as 

852 you are concerned have been in compliance with our laws as 

853 far as nuclear issues and materials are concerned? 

854 Mr. MCKAMARA. As far as we know, they are in full 

855 compliance, yes. 

856 Mr. FALEOMAVAEGA. X go back to the question of why_'are we 

857 having to wait until May of next year to sign off on the 

858 protocols? Xt seems to me, Mr. Secretary, that Chirac is 

859 just telling Kajors and President Clinton, **Thls is what I 
86 0 want done, and you guys just follow.'* Hhy are we having to 
861 wait until France completes its testing program in nay? X 
86 2 mean, what global or regional concerns do we have that we 

863 have to wait until May to sign, off on these protocols? 

864 Mr. MCHAHARA. X think the answer there is not that ue have 

865 global concerns that cause us to wait until next May. Xt is 

866 rather that we and our close allies, France and Great 

867 Britain, have agreed to sign these protocols and in agreeing

8681 to sign them, it is very clear that the most important 

869 signature among the three o£ us Is that of France. 

870 The United States is doing nothing in the region which is 

871 contrary to the treaty or the protocols. Great Britain is 

872 doing nothing the region which is contrary to the treaty ox 

873 the protocols, and France is testing. When France brings its 

874 testing program to an end in the first half of 1996 and 

875 signs the protocols, we uill have achieved something very 

876 concrete and very important in terms of closing down testing 

877 in that region. 

878 Kr. FALEOKAVAEGA . You do not consider China, Pakistan, 

879 India, Israel as other countries that should be part of 

880 these important steps in non-proliferation of nuclear 

881 weapons? 

882 Mr. nCHAHARA. Oh, I most certainly do, sir. I would point 

883 out that none of those countries are testing in the region. 

884 The only country that is testing in the region is France, 

885 and that puts France in the position where its signature on 

886 those protocols is of great importance to the success of the 

887 treaty and the protocols, and that has been our goal and 

888 objective moving in this direction. To make sure that--as I 

889 said, one of our criteria is that all of the countries in 

890 the region, whatever that region may be, participate. France 

891 has territory in the region and uill be signing the 

892 protocols and will the United States and Great Britain. 
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893 Because 1-b has been -besting In the region. Its signature Is 

89M of particular importance. 

.895 Wr. FALE0HAVAE6A . I noticed that the Kixon and the Reagan 

896 administrations have been responsible for our country to 

897 become a slgnor to the nuclear free zone treaty In South 

898 America. Do you find that treaty any different from what we 

899 are signing for the SPHFZ? 

9C0 nr. rtCNAIfARA. Essentially, they are very similar. There 

901 are different — each one of these zones when they are set up, 

902 each treaty Is slightly different. X will give one 

903 particular difference, for example. In the case of the South 
90M Pacific and the Latin American zones. The South Pacific 

905 specifically has a section, an article, with respect to 

906 dumping nuclear uaste In the seas within the zone. X do -not 

907 believe that that provision exists In the case of the Latin 
903 American. Therefore, that Is a difference. 

909 Essentially, they are very similar, but each one must be 

910 looked at insofar as if it is Individually written. It 

911 contains certain legal language and legal requirements which 

912 the ITnlted States, once it signs, would be observing and 

913 forced to observe. Therefore, we have a duty and an 

9 14 obligation to examine each one on a case-by-case basis 

915 because they are each slightly different in certain 

916 respects. 

9 17 Mr. FALEOMAVAEGA . There was also some concern about the 
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use Qf the territory of American Samoa thai this might be a 
restriction for our ability to store nuclear weapons if ue 
have to. Has that the same restriction that ue had in the 
Latin American treaty towards Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Xs lands ? 

Hr . KCKAM ARA . Xn fact, it would be a similar concern that 
would have to be addressed in the case of the signature in 
both cases. 1 believe / but X am not certain, that we 
exempted Puerto Rico when ue signed onto the Latin American 
Kuclear Free Zone. 

nr. FALEOnAVAEGA . Kr . Secretary, have the French ever 
approached our government and wanting to-^was the 
administration surprised in the outrage of some 168 
countries of the world that protested when President Chirac 
decided in June to resume nuclear testing in the Pacific 
region? X mean, you Keep saying that you regret this, you 
regret that, but it does not seem to take much weight in 
terms of how concerned are we really with the welfare of 
these people that live in the Pacific Region and why they 
have, not just in the Pacific but from all over the world--do 
you suppose that this is the reason why France has decided 
that they had better rush the nuclear testing program before 
it gets worse as far as their ties and relations with these 
countries that have vociferously protested, not just here 
but even in Europe? 
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nr. HCMAMARA. Hellf again, you are asKxiig me to express ar 
opinion and the reasons behind an action by another 
government, the government of France. I would refrain from 
doing that. X thinK some of the considerations that 
undoubtedly must have played a role and therefore been a 
factor # but X am not sure hou the government of France 
evaluated them^ uould be such considerations as domestic 
protest, international protest, the position of the United 
States, uhich uas that ue regretted the testing and that ue 
thought it should be ended and that ue felt a continuation 
of the nuclear testing moratorium by all of the nuclear 
powers was the best course of action. 

1 think as a democratic state and a democratic nation that 
responds to suoh pressures, all of these must have been* 
factors, and I would leave it to the French government to 
explain its own reasons for why it did what it did. 

nr. FAItEOnAVAEGA . So we are now doing very strong and 
close cooperation with the French government? This is the 
same government that' KlcKed the United States out of France 
when it decided to pull out of NATO. How do you suppose — hou 
much trust would ue really put in a country that later on 
w'ith its own security reasons that they refused to cooperate 
with some of the security problems that ue had in Europe 
during the Cold Uar? Hhat makes you think that France is not 
going to pull the same rug again for our security concerns 
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in. -feKa Pacific Region? Here we ere playing foo-tsies uith 
them right now, but what naKes you thinK that they are going 
to continue cooperating uith us on other issues that effect 
not only our security but certainly for the region as uell 
as throughout the world? 

Hr. KCXAHARA. X think the reason that I feel that France 
will continue to cooperate with us on our security is that 
for the last 10 years it has been a close ally and partner 
of the United States, bi-laterally and in the KATO alliance. 
France — I Would take exception — did not kioR the United States 
out of France. Indeed, X was in France at the tine that the 
KATO forces were moved out of France. France at no time 
removed itself from the KATO alliance. Xt was still a 
cooperating partner in that alliance. It simply separated 
itself from the miliary command structure of the KATO 
alliance for reasons that were fully explained to us. 

While ue regretted at the time that that was done by the 
French government, nonetheless we were able to continue a 
very close and cooperative association with France 
throughout the period since the end of the second World War. 
Indeed, throughout the 19th and 20th centuries, 200 years or 
more, they have been a close ally of the United States. X 
expect that they will continue to be one. 

They have opinions, attitudes, and policies that sometimes 
are at variance uith that of the United States, but that is 
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true of all alldi^P.- Tfi^-t'does iLot nean -fchat w& -fcherefoce 
should distrust France. Rather I would think that the 
practices o± the last HO years have made the relationship 
betueen France and th.e United States that t&uch better . 

Mr. FALEOMAVAEGA . Is it true ^ Mr. SGcretary--correc t my 
history — that did not President deGaulle at one time demand 
that U.S. forces be taKen out o£ France In two months, and 
our response to his request was **Ooes that also include the 
10,000 men or soldiers who are buried there in France in 
liberating then against the Kazl Germans In World Har JX?** 

Hr. nCNAKAKA. As I said» I was in France at the time the 
KATO forces were asked to leave French territory unless they 
were under French command, and because the command structure 
in KATO was not structured the way the French wishes to see 
it, the NATO forces left France. T am not familiar with the 
comment. X have seen it quoted but X cannot verify that it 
was or was not . 

Kr . FALEOHAVAEGA . ThanK you, llr . Chairman. 

nr. BEREUTER. You are welcome. Thank you very much. 

Secretary KcKanara, thank you very much for your testimony 
today and your responses to our questions . X would like an 
opportunity for members of this subcommittee to have a 
chance to send written questions . There is an emergency 
conference meeting for the Republican party at this point, 
or we would have members here probably from our side and 
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1018 probably some from the Democratic side as well. Thank you
